LI firm AGI Dermatics invented a cream called Dimericine and actual trials lowered rates of skin cancer in 
people with XP. It was approved by the FDA and expected to revolutionize skin cancer prevention and repair of 
old UV damage. 

The founder of AGI Daniel Yarosh started a cosmetics line called Remergent, a commercial version of 
Dimericine. It took off so fast that Estee Lauder bought AGI and made Yarosh their chief scientist. EL then 
marketed some confused set of DNA repair products that as far as I can tell didn't contain the active 
ingredients of Dimericine. 

In 2016 Yarosh separated from EL and the patent is back in his hands. 

The Neova product in question seems to use the right ingredients and they even use quotes from Yarosh. My 
guess is he licensed some of the ingredients and manufacturing techniques to Neova. It's possible though that 
he has licensed only the language not the ingredients. 

You will find thousands of papers on Dimericine online but none describing it in clinical practice. It's really 
strange. 
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
